2. In the Allahabad Bank (Employees’) Pension Regulations, 1995, 


(a) In Regulation 2(s), 

in Clause (b), the following sub-clause shall be included, namely:— 


‘(iv) Dearness allowance calculated up to index number 1148 points in the All India Average Consumer Price 
Indexfor industrial workers in the series 1960=100;” 

(b) in Regulation 41, for sub-regulation (6), the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“("6) An. nnnlirant who is am linn sH a simfirannnatinn nensinn nr voluntary retirement nension or nTemature 
retirement pension of compulsory retirement pension or invalid pension or compassionate allowance shall 
be eligible to commute a fraction of his pension under these regulations. 

Provided that on and from 1-7-2003, in case of an applicant in whose case the commuted value of pension 
becomes payable on the day following the date of his retirement or from the date from which the commutation 
becomes absolute, the reduction in the amount of pension on account of commutation shall become operative 
from its inception. Where, however, payment of commuted value of pension could not be made within the 
first month after the date of retirement or within the first month after the date when the commutation 
becomes absolute as tire case may be, the difference between the normal monthly pension and the commuted 
pension shall be paid for the period betw een the date on which commutation becomes absolute and the date 
preceding the date on which commuted value of pension is deemed to have been paid. ”.
